Whatever the management feels
like.

How do the Japanese afford
it? They don't. All the swingers
at the Copacabana and the As-
tor are on expense accounts.
Entertaining the customers. The
biggest face you can have is
to walk out without paying.
With a wave of the hand. (They
send a hostess over with the
bill on the first of the month.)

Difficult for the tourist with
wife since Japanese don't take
their wives to the evening spots.
If you do, the bill is apt to
stagger you. You're supposed to
sit with a hostess at $3 to
per hour. And they don't want
competition.
